It is a tragedy 
that the voice of too many churches has been 
silenced on this critical issue. 


‘*Let me state that no individual or organiza- 
tion which assumes any concern with the mental, 
physical,.moral, or spiritual health of our country 
and its people, much less is concerned with the 
expansion of the gospel throughout the world, 
can keep silent on the issue of alcoholic 
beverages.”’

The fight is between the 
Tavern Association and the Civic Committee 
for Closed Sundays. 


By connivance of the A.B.C. and a Superior 
Court Judge, recognizing as valid a questionable 
petition, the citizens must vote on the question 
in November. This despite the fact that by their 
votes, three years ago, they stopped all sales 
of intoxicants on Sundays. 


There has been a continuing exchange of 
letters to the newspaper, action in the court, a 
judge holding the Rev. Loriot D. Bozorth, Jr., 
Baptist Minister, in contempt because of com- 
ments printed in the NEWS. Mr. Bozorth is in 
custody of his attorney, Mr. Harold W. Bennett. 
A hearing is to be held. 


The Rotary Club of Gloucester City voted 
‘unanimously to go on record as supporting the 
Rev. Loriot Bozorth ‘‘in his right to express 
himself freely through the means of the press. 
Any attempt to deny him this right is an in- 
fringement of human rights, freedom of the press, 
and opposed to our American way of life.’’
